REPORT OF THE CONSERVATOR OP ENTOAIOLO- 
GICAL SECTION. 

The Ptccorder of the Entomological Section of the Academy 
takes pleasure in presenting to you a brief abstract of the trans- 
actions of the Section during the year just closing. 

The Section at the present time numbers twenty-five members ; 
no new members have been elected during the past 3 'ear. 

Nine monthly meetings have been held during the year, at 
which there has been an average attendanee of seven members. 

The meetings of the Section are held on the second Friday of 
each month, excepting in July and December. 

Entomological papers intended for publication in the Transac- 
tions of the American Entomological Society are read at the meet- 
ings of the Section and referred to a publieatioii committee, one

portion of wliieh is eleetecl the Society and the other portion 
lij'’ the Seetion. 

During the j^ear fifteen entomologieal papers have been passed 
upon aflirniativel}^ b}" this committee. Within the same time the 
eommittee has superintended the publication of 414 pages and 
10 plates, finishing one volume, while another volume will soon be 
closed. 

The libraiy of the Entomological Seetion has been rearranged 
and eatalogued during the 3 ^ear, and is now open to the eommon 
use of the members of the Aeadem 3 \ 

The Soeiet}" during the year has added several valuable works 
I to its library, by purchase and otherwise. 

The colleetions hav^e been greatly improved both in condition 
and number of specimens. In June last the sum of $125 was 
voted to tlie Curators, for the special improvement of the collee- 
tion of Tlymenoptera; and that braneh of the collection is at the 
present time the best in the country. 

The eolleetions of Coleoptera and Lepidoptera have been care- 
fully gone over, and all the drawers eontaining the same thoroughly 
disinfeeted. The Curators are now engaged in the work of rear- 
ranging these orders, and hope to have the same finished in a 
short time. 

As the great objeet is to seeure, so far as ma}^ be possible, the 
best specimens, and as much matter is eonstantl}^ aeeiiraulating in 
the hands of the Curators, they will endeavor to cull therefrom 
all worthless matter and use only sueh as will eiihanee the scien- 
tifie value of the colleetiou. 

The cabinets are at all times open to inspection, under the su- 
pervision of the Curators. 

It is hoped by the close of the coming year the colleetiou will 
be in sueh a condition as will make it still further in advance of 
aii}^ similar eolleetion in the United States.
